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REMARKS 

Status of Claims; 

Claims 1-25 are present for examination. 

Rejections Under Section 112: 

Claims 1-25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph as being 
indefinite. 

By way of the instant amendment, applicant has amended the claims noted to remove 
the basis of each of the rejections as set forth in paragraph 3 of the outstanding Office Action. 
Much of the objected to language has simply been deleted. 

With regard to the preamble limitations, applicant has amended claims 8 and 12-18 to 
make it clear that a "system" is being recited. Moreover, the "storage medium" claims have 
been amended such that the program is being executed in the recited on - demand service 
expanding system. 

It is submitted that all of applicant's claims are now in full compliance with the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C, § 112. 

Conclusion: 

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
